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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 15, 2002, has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 
Rejections of claim 20 are moot in view of the cancellation of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101/112, First Paragraph 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-19 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not 
supported by either a specific asserted utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth 
in the previous Office action (see continuation page of Advisory Action, paper #12). 

Claims 1-19 remain also rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, first paragraph. Specifically, 
since the claimed invention is not supported by either a specific asserted utility or a well 
established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not know 
how to use the claimed invention (see continuation page of Advisory Action, paper #12). 
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Applicants argue that based on previously submitted arguments, claims 1-19 are in 
condition for allowance. This argument has been fully considered, but is not persuasive for the 
reasons of record addressing the previously submitted arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, Second Paragraph 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 

subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 14 recites the limitation "said transmembrane domain". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It appears that dependence on claim 13 instead 
of claim 1 1 may have been intended.
